Parking,  New  Calendar  Reviewed

Possible  changes  in  parking  and 
school  year  policy  are  moving 
through  administrative  channels, 
it  was  reported  at  the  Executive 
Council  meeting  Monday. 


Fund  Award 
To  Department 

$15,270  has  been  awarded  to 
the  Physics  and  Astronomy  Dept, 
in  the  form  of  a National  Science 
Foundation  grant. 

Dr.  John  H.  Gardner,  chairman 
of  the  department,  received  word 
of  the  award  over  the  weekend. 
The  money  will  provide  10 
undergraduate  students  in  the 
physical  sciences  $720  per  student 
for  research  this  summer. 

The  remainder  of  the  money 
will  be  used  for  supplies,  travel 
expenses  and  other  research 
needs. 

Purposes  of  the  grant  are 
two-fold.  The  money  will  enable 
undergraduates  to  do  research 
before  the  graduate  level.  Thus, 
by  the  time  they  are  graduates, 
research  will  not  be  new  to  them. 

Secondly,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
fund  will  encourage  more  students 
to  go  on  and  complete  graduate 
work,  with  the  long  range  goal  of 
working  for  nationally-known 
groups  after  schooling. 


The  changes-student  parking  in 
faculty  lots  after  regular  school 
hours  and  a change  in  the 
academic  calendar— have  excited 
student  interest  for  years  and  may 
now  be  moving  toward  approval. 

Nick  Horn,  ASBYU  attorney 
general,  reported  that  the  parking 
program  has  been  referred  to  the 
Dean’s  Council  to  see  the  faculty 
reaction  to  losing  some  of  their 
parking  space. 

The  matter  has  already  been 
passed  by  the  Traffic  and  Safety 
Committee  and  will  go  to 
President  Wilkinson  for  final 
approval,  if  the  faculty  has  no 
objections. 

Two  members  of  the  Faculty 
Advisory  Committee  asked  the 


Council  for  student  opinion  about 
the  change  in  the  school  year.  The 
committee  will  soon  report  its 
recommendations  to  the  President 
so  a final  decision  for  next  year 
can  be  made. 

The  Council  also  turned  down, 
by  a narrow  margin,  a request  of 
the  Range  Management  team  for 
funds. 

The  funding  had  been  turned 
down  by  the  budget  committee, 
and  the  team  appealed  to  the 
Council. 

The  team  argued  that  it  was 
unfair  to  give  some  student  groups 
money  for  their  programs  and 
deny  others  the  same  thing.

Utah  ASB  Presidents  To  Meet  Here

Friday  and  Saturday  BYU  plays  host  to  a meeting 
of  the  student  body  presidents  of  the  1 1 Utah 
colleges  and  universities. 

Each  year  all  1 1 of  the  schools  host  such  a 
President’s  Council  meeting.  Mike  Miller  of  the 
University  of  Mt^h,  coordinator  of  the  meeting, 
stated  the  courftti  is  designed  to  promote  better 
relations  between  the  institutions. 

‘‘The  primary  purpose  of  the  council  is  to 
effectively  lobby  for  higher  education  in  the  state  of 
Utah,”  reported  Miller. 

He  also  said  that  it  acted  as  a fact  finding  body 
for  the  state  Board  of  Education. 

The  council’s  lobbying  activities  have  been 
concerned  with  such  things  as  the  change  of  Weber 
State  to  a graduate  school,  and  the  expanding  of 
Utah  State’s  graduate  program,  according  to  Ken 
Murdock,  executive  assistant  to  ASBYU  President 
Ken  Kartchner. 

Though  the  lobbying  activities  have  little  or  no 


effect  on  BYU  as  a private  university,  the  council 
hopes  to  exchange  cultural  events  which  will  involve 
BYU. 

The  council  also  plans  to  discuss  “black  problems 
at  various  schools.”  Sherman  Gardener,  who  is 
working  with  Ken  Murdock  in  arranging  plans  for 
the  program,  remarked  that  BYU’s  much  publicized 
racial  woes  will  be  a main  topic  of  discussion. 

Miller  on  the  other  hand  clarified  his  hope  that 
the  discussion  would  not  be  monopolized  by  BYU’s 
troubles,  and  sighted  Weber  State  as  another  school 
facing  racial  problems. 

He  also  stated  that  ‘‘Other  schools  have 
mentioned  the  atmosphere  is  ready  for 
confrontation.” 

The  meeting  will  open  Friday  when  the  student 
body  presidents  check  in.  From  there  they  go  into 
preliminary  meetings. 

Later  they  will  hear  from  Hughes  Brockbank, 
Utah  lawmaker;  Lorin  Pace,  speaker  of  the  House 
and  Haven  Barlow,  president  of  the  State  Senate.

When  priorities  are  set  by  the 
finance  office  at  BYU,  the 
Women’s  Intramural  Dept,  is 
obviously  neglected.

BYU.  Reasons  for  not  giving  the

Elder  Sterling  W.  Sill  spoke  of 
hell  and  the  kingdoms  of  glory  in 
Tuesday’s  Devotional. 

An  assistant  to  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
since  1954,  Elder  Sill  has  served  a 
mission  in  the  southern  states, 
been  a member  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  Deseret  Sunday 
School  Union  and  was  a bishop 
and  high  councilman. 

Becoming  manager  of  the  Salt 
Lake  office  of  the  New  York  Life 
Insurance  . company  in  1933,  he 
has  since  been  appointed  and  still 
holds  the  position  of  Inspector  of 
Agencies  for  that  company  for 
seven  states. 

Awarded  Degree 

Elder  Sill  was  the  first  Utahn  to 
be  awarded  the  CLU  degree  from 
the  College  of  Life  Underwriters. 

Using  Italian  poet  Dante’s  work 
“The  Divine  Comedy,”  the  Bible 
and  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
Elder  Sill  pictured  life  after  death. 

In  using  Dante’s  book.  Elder  Sill 
said  that  Dante  made  some 
doctrinal  mistakes,  “but  he  caught 
the  spirit  of  Hell.” 

“Human  imagination  even  at  its 
best  is  very  limited  in  power,” 
stated  Elder  Sill,  ‘‘...verbal 
description  of  Hell . . .would  fall 
short  of  actual  experience.” 

Elder  Sill  used  the  Bible  to 
name  the  three  kingdoms  of  glory 
and  one  not  of  glory,  with  the 
glory  of  the  sun,  moon  and  stars 
compared  to  the  glory  of  the 
kingdoms. 

Elder  Sill  turned  to  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  Section 
76  to  further  define  these  areas. 

Perdition,  without  any  glory,  is 
for  Satan,  his  angels  and  those  on 
earth  who  knew  the  fullness  of 
God  and  denied  it.  Sill  further 
said  that  a son  of  Perdition  would 
be  “one  of  those  who  has  the 
greatest  failure”  of  all. 

The  Telestial  Kingdom  will  hold 
those  who  are  “thrust  down  to 
Hell,”  Sill  asserted  and  said  that  it 
was  a kingdom  of  glory  but  those 
who  go  there  must  be  “purged  for 
their  sins”  first.

‘Colorlogues’  On  Hawaii 
Seen  On  Lower  Campus  Today 


Motion  picture  producer  and 
pioneer  Curtis  Nagel  will  present 
one  of  his  “Colorlogues”  on  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  in  BYU’s  College 
Hall  on  the  lower  campus  today  at 
7:30.p.m. 

This  will  be  the  first  of  a series 
of  seven  travel  adventure  films 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of 
Special  Courses  and  Conferences. 

Born  and  educated  in  Boston, 
Curtis  Nagel  became  associated 
with  Technicolor  at  its  pioneer 
plant  in  that  city.  One  of  motion 
picture’s  youngest  producers  at 
that  time,  he  made  over  40 
“Technicolor  Classics”  and  “Color 
Symphonies.”  His  outstanding 


film,  “The  Toyshop,”  won  some 
of  the  highest  honors  ever 
awarded  to  a short  subject 
feature. 

Later,  Nagel  was  co-producer  on 
“Tabu”  an  epic  South  Seas 
adventure  which  won  an  Academy 
Award.  He  toured  every  part  of 
the  world  filming  “Paramount 
Color  Cruises”  for  Paramount 
Studios  and  many  of  the 
well-known  “Magic  Carpets  of 
Movieton”  for  20th  Century  Fox 
Films. 

Turning  from  theatrical  film 
productions  to  illustrated  travel 
lectures,  he  teamed  up  with 
another  ace  color 
cinematographer,  William  Moore.
